Soldier 1$ 
Charged With 
Homicide

QUI NHON. Vietnam (AP) —

Brownsville, Tex., soldier today 
with negligent homicide in the 
shooting of a Vietnamese teen- 
ager whose death set off two 
days of anti-American rioting in 
Qui Nhon. 


The Army said the soldier is 


Pfc. Matias Yzaguirre Jr., 22. 
He is being held in the stockade 
at Da Nang while an investiga- 
tion 
is made 
to determine 


whether he should be Iried be- 
fore a military court. 


American 
officials reported 


after the shooting Monday that 
the killing had been accidental, 
but today two Vietnamese who 
said they saw it happen claimed 
it was deliberate. 


The 13-year-old victim, Nguy- 


en Van Minh, was shot in the 
head as he sat on a fence out- 
side his school. His classmates 
and students from other Qui 
Nhon high schools staged vi- 
olent demonstralions Monday 
and Tuesday demanding lhal 
Ihe 
soldier 
responsible 
be 


turned over to Vietnamese au- 
thorities for trial. American of- 
ficials rejecled Ihe demand, bul 
meanwhile helped pay Ihe fu- 
neral expenses and paid Minh's 
family $850 as parlial compen- 
salion. 


The demonstrations subsided 


after a round-the-clock curfew 
was clamped on the city and a 
batlalion of mililia moved in lo 
reinforce Ihe police. 


Nguyen Dau, who said he was 


standing a few yards from the 
fence on which Minh was sit- 
ting, gave newsmen this ac- 
count of the shooting: 


Two Americans drove by in a 


supply truck and lost their fire 
extinguisher on a streel some 
dislance pasl Ihe school. They 
came back, lurned around and 
drove pasl Ihe school a Ihird 
time.

Bul American officials 
lold newsmen Tuesday that sev- 
eral Vietnamese boys climbed 
on the truck when it stopped at 
an intersection and began steal- 
ing supplies. One of the GIs 
fired a warning shol bul failed 
to aim high enough and inad- 
verlenlly hil Minh, who was an 
innocenl byslander, Ihe officials 
said.

A boy slole Ihe fire extin- 


guisher from the side of the 
truck, a common uccurrence in 
Vietnam, and one of the soldiers 
jumped out to chase the thief. 
The boy dropped the fire extin- 
guisher, the soldier recovered it 
and returned to the truck. But 
as he climbed into the truck, a 
bullet he had placed in the 
chamber of his rifle during the 
chase went off accidentaly, hit- 
ting Minh in the head.

NEW YORK (AP) - The pub- 


lic broadcasting network must 
get credit for televising the 
most daring program of the 
year: The upparently uncen- 
sored film adaptation of Peter 
Weiss' Broadway play common- 
ly identified as "Marat Sade." 


The two-hour film was aired 


during prime time Thursday 
night. It was a grisly melodra- 
ma which in its complicated, 
unusual form contained the au- 
thor's view of the world today 
and its people. 


The full name of the play is 


"The Persecution of Jean-Paul 
Marat as Performed by the In- 
mates of the Asylum of Charen- 
ton under the Direction of the 
Marquis de Sade." The scene 
was set in the barred bathhouse 
of the madhouse outside of Par- 
is in 1808. A group of inmates, in 
a sort of primitive group thera- 
py, were enacting De Sade's 
drama about the killing of Mar- 
at, a revolutionary leader in the 
French upheaval 15 years be- 
fore, by Charlotte Corday. The 
French public was invited to 
witness the performance.

TIMELY STUFF—Thinking about giving somebody a 


watch for Christmas? Turns out that next to toys they're 
the second most popular gift (17 million were purchased 
during the '69 Yule season, which added up to $500 mil- 
lion in retail sales) with teen-agers doing a lot of buy- 
ing. Because of that, we asked Michael Roman, an au- 
thority on watches (Mike helped us coordinate our NEA- 
Caravellc Project Take Time to Get Involved contest) 
what to look for when buying a tick tocker. Here are a 
few of the things: 


• Check out the case. A lot of inexpensive watches 


(and 
you can pick one up for anywhere from $4.95 up) 


have aluminum cases that look like gold or stainless 
steel, but they don't stand up too well. Brass or steel 
makes for a better deal. 


• Find out where the jewels are. It's the functional 


ones that count. They should be placed at key friction 
points because they have a lot to do with the accuracy 
of a watch. 


• Find out if you have to wind it, it winds itself or it's 


electric or electronic. The electric jobs have mechanical 
contact points that wear out and have to be replaced. 
Electronic watches provide greater accuracy. 


• Most important, take time to read Youth Beat.

casts of professional games into

contribution to charity by the 
bowl, which donates it proceeds 
to the National Association for 
Retarded Children. 


All efforts failed. The Cow- 


boys were unable to work out 
a switch with the NFL office, 
which made the Cowboy sched- 
ule in the first place.

be 


blacked out in their home area, 
and their fans have been plenty 
vocal about it, placing much of 
the blame on the Pecan Bowl.

Christy—Hqgen, 


Hogan to Irish

FREEPORT, Bahamas—(NEA)—Christy O'Connor, 


who has been described as an Irish combination of Ben 
Hogan and Walter Hagen, sallied across the seas to help 
dedicate a new golf course here called Shannon. To add 
Gaelic atmosphere to this subtropic site, O'Connor had 
brought a symbolic chimp of Auld Sod, but denied it was 
one of his divots. 


Then he went out and tore up the course with a 70 and 


pronounced it fit. Christy O'Connor is an authority, as 
well as a legend, though we in America wouldn t know 
him if we fell over his pitching wedge. 


Ask him where he is from in Ireland and you get an 


aria: 


"// it's maybe some day I'll go back to Ireland, 
Be it only at the closing of my day, 
Just to sec the moon rise over Cladagh, 
And watch the sun go down on Galway Bay." 


"That's where I'm from," he said. "Galway." 
And his is a putter of honor in his home town. This year 


he was acclaimed a "Free Man of Galway." He said he 
was only the llth man to get the honor, and the only 
Galwegian. Other recipients include John F. Kennedy 
and Cardinal dishing. 


This year has been O'Connor's finest as a golfer, too. 


He won the John Player Classic in Nottingham, England 
and with it the biggest single money prize in golf, 25,000 
pounds, or nearly $60,000. He beat Tony Jacklm by a 
stroke for it, while Jacklin was still fresh from his U.S. 
Open triumph. 


O'Connor, with the ruddy flush of Ireland upon his 


cheeks is perhaps the finest golfer in Irish history. Now, 
questions arise as to just what that history is, since there 
were no James Braids or Henry Cottons or Harry Vardons 
or Bobby Joneses in it. 


"We had some fabulous players," he said, "like Jimmy 


Brim, who at 18 years of age was one of the longest 
strikers in the world—and with a hurling swing yet. And 
Fred Daley who once won the British Open. But most ot 
us never did get world-famous because we were a nation 
that kind of stayed at home. 


"Once in so often someone from the British Isles made 


a winter tour to South Africa or somewhere. We'd sit 
back while knocking back an old Guinness and say, 
•Lucky stiff, to be off in the sunny climes.' " 


O'Connor now 46 and club pro at the Royal Dublin 


Country Club, said he remembers then going back to his 
lessons or reshaping clubs or even making his own block 
and fashioning the entire club. 


"Nowadays," he said, "that's all factory work. But 


even today when things are quiet in the winters, 1 go 
back to the block. Great satisfaction, it is." 


Golf in Ireland has been popular ever since O'Connor 


can remember, and that goes back to when he was 10 
years old and a 10-handicap. 


"I think Ireland might be the most popular country in 


the world for golf," he said. "There are about 380 golf 
courses in the nation. There are nearly 50 around Dublin. 


"Per inch, I'd say that Dublin has more golf courses 


than any other city in the world." 


In the last 10 years he said the game has grown in- 


credibly there. "There are Pitch-and-Putts all through 
the city and down the country," he said. 


People ask O'Connor why he doesn't make the Ameri- 


can tour, and he says that the competition is stiff, that 
he must'be near his home course and he made nearly 
$80000 in tournament prizes this season in England. 
Oh,' yes, and there's always Galway, he croons: 


"Oh the winds that bloiv across the sea to Ireland 
And perfume the Galway heather as it blows

Beer for Babies? Skip It! 


Why Create Problems?

Dear Dr. Lamb—Could you 


tell me if and how harmful 
it would be to let infants 
have access to beer. Some 
people seem to think it's 
great to give some babies 
beer. I thought it would be 
harmful. —A c o n c e r n e d 
grandmother. 


Dear Reader—The alcohol 


in the beer will act as a sed- 
ative. It is a drug. Like all 
other medicine, the amount 
tolerated by littje people is 
smaller than the amount 
tolerated by adults. 


Essentially, beer does the 


same thing to little people 
that it does to big people. 
Other than its use in moder- 
ation for a. socigl lubricant 
(not ^needed, for babies) or 
as a sedative, it has no in- 
herent value in either chil- 
dren or adults. 


Some people like the taste 


of beer; others don't. It does 
contain calories and does not 
provide essential 
vitamins 


or other nutrients. 


Since taste and habits are 


acquired, I am not in favor 
of cultivating a taste for 
alcoholic beverages of any 
kind in children. In our per- 
missive society I would fear 
this might lead to early 
problems 
in using excess 


alcohol or trying other more 
harmful drugs.

D e a r Dr. L a in b—Five 


years ago my son, now 22, 
had rheumatic fever. There 
was no heart damage. His 
legs are no longer as strong 
as they were before he be- 
came ill. Do you suppose 
that there could be heart 
damage which cannot be de- 
tected and cause poor circu- 
lation which would account 
for the loss of leg strength? 


Dear Reader —Rheumatic 


fever does not cause poor 
circulation unless the heart 
is also damaged. A careful 
physical examination by a 
competent doctor would eas- 
ily determine if there is any 
evidence of heart damage or 
any continued rheumatic ac- 
tivity and if the circulation 
to the legs is normal. If your 
son appears in good health, 
he probably needs an exer- 
cise program to improve his 
physical condition. Muscles 
not used become weak even 
in healthy people.

What are some medi- 
cines good for acid stomach? 


Dear Reader—No, grapes 


are not good for this pur- 
pose. In general, acid foods, 
which include fruit, tend to 
increase the irritation of the 
stomach if an acid condition 
is present. You can take any 
one of the antiacid prepara- 
tions sold without a prescrip- 
tion in most drugstores. The 
directions will be on the box. 
Usually, you should take a 
little more medicine than in- 
dicated in the directions if 
the stomach still is acid. 
T h e s e preparations 
are 


made of aluminum hydrox- 
ide, along with other chemi- 
cals. They come in -both 
liquid and tablet form."

Much of IVorfr 
in Prisons 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) _ Do 


women belong in prison? Many 
people think not. 


The Arkansas Legislature es- 


tablished a prison for men who 
were convicted of crimes. They 
created a Women's Reforma- 
tory. 


Arkansas prosecutors and jur- 


ies sent 1,400 men to prison. 
They sent only 40 women to be 
confined in the state Depart- 
ment of Correction. 


That's not counting the 30 


women who entered the Correc- 
tion Department voluntarily—as 
employes. 


Department officials said re- 


cently that almost 19 per cent of 
the total payroll consisted of 
women. 


Most work as secretaries or 


typists and some never see a 
prison. They work in the Little 
Rock offices of the department. 


However, several women are 


employed at both Tucker and 
Cummins State Prison Farms, 
and others must visit both pris- 
ons in the course of their duties. 


Beverly Young began work- 


ing in the department last sum- 
mer at a post created especial- 
ly for her. 


She is the associate superin- 


tendent at Cummins who is re- 
sponsible for the Women's Re- 
formatory. 


Mrs. Young, 32, is the daugh- 


ter of Hal and Hazel Travis of 
Stuttgart. She is divorced and 
has a daughter, Tiffany, who is 
7. 


Her job is to provide some re- 


habilitation programs for the 
women. 


Before she came to the re- 


formatory, Mrs. Young was a 
parole and probation specialist 
for the Economic Opportunity 
Agency in Pulaski County. She 
acquired the job when she dis- 
covered jobs for parolees was 
practically 
nonexistent, Mrs. 


Young said in an interview re- 
cently. 


So far rehabilitation for the 


women has been more of a 
promise than a program, Mrs. 
Young said.

There 1$ a 
Solution for 
lemon Owners

BOSTON (AP) - Problem: 


you bought a new car this fall. 
The first week the carburetor 
needed adjustment. The second 
week 
the 
electrical 
system 


failed. 
The 
third 
week 
the 


brakes went out. And the fourth 
week the lemon just conked out 
completely. 


Solution: Stop making those 


$80 a month payments until the 
car is put in working order. 


That solution seems like a 


dream to owners of automotive 
lemons. But in Massachusetts a 
new set of laws has made such 
recourse more than a dream—it 
has, one official said, become 
"a real possibility." And con- 
sumer advocates are working to 
get similar laws across the 
country. 


Laurence R. Buxbaum, the 


Massachusetts assistant attor- 
ney general who described the 
car scenario as a possibility, 
adds: "To my knowledge it has 
never been tested." The state's 
newest law is only a few months 
old. 


The main effort nationwide 


has been in stripping the law of 
provisions which have created a 
haven for outright swindles. The 
swindles have included home 
improvements and the sales of 
pots and pans, records, books 
and food freezers. 


Getting the heaviest scrutiny 


is a doctrine called holder in 
due course. Massachusetts has 
outlawed it. Virginia Knauer, 
the President's 
assistant for 


consumer affairs, has 
urged 


other states to follow suit. The 
Consumer Federation of Ameri- 
ca has endorsed its repeal. 


What is holder in due course? 
A New Jersey family found 


out when they signed a contract 
to purchase a stereo record 
player and 140 record albums 
over a three-year period. 


The 
family 
received 
the 


record player and 12 albums 
and began making monthly pay- 
ments of $22.77. They never re- 
ceived another record, yet it 
wasn't until the family had paid 
over $300 that they tried to stop 
making payments. 


It turned out the firm which 


had sold the record player and 
albums had 
gone 
bankrupt. 


Meanwhile, the firm had sold 
the lending note signed by the 
family to a finance company. 
The finance company argued it 
was not a holder in due course, 
meaning it was not responsible 
for 
the performance 
of the 


record seller and was entitled to 
collect the money due under the 
contract, even if the merchan- 
dise was never delivered. The 
finance company demanded the 
$500 the family still owed. 


The trial court upheld the fi- 


nance 
company. 
Fortunately 


for the family, a higher court 
ruled that because the name of 
the finance company was print- 
ed on the back of the lending 
note at the time the sale was 
made, the finance company was 
familiar with the record sales 
firm and thus not protected by 
holder in due course. 


The family was able to get out 


from under the debt because the 
finance company had made the 
tactical error of pre-printing its 
name on the back of the con- 
tract. Other consumers have not 
been so lucky. 


Attorneys at the National Con- 


sumer Law Center, an Office of 
Economic 
Opportunity study 


center at Boston College, say 
the most flagrant abuses of 
holder in due course are in the 
home improvement sales field. 


Holder in due course permits 


shady operators to set up busi- 
ness with nothing but a tele- 
phone and a rented office. A 
blitz from salesmen working on 
commission hits an area. Local 
contractors are hired to do the 
work. A few months later, home 
owners who have paid for new 
siding find only one side of their 
house done or the siding peel- 
ing, flaking and falling off. But 
the siding seller has sold his fi- 
nancing contracts to somebody 
else, taken the cash and left 
town. The homeowners are left 
with sizeable debts, a shoddy 
job and no way to get back at 
the seller. 


"It's a tremendous umbrella 


protection for fraud," said Blair 
Shick, one of the center lawyers 
who has specialized in holder in 
due course. 


The doctrine dates back to the 


17th century, when it was adopt- 
ed as a device to keep money 
flowing in mercantile transac- 
tions. Although not originally in- 
tended for consumer transac- 
tions, it survives today in some 
form in all but a handful of 
states.

They can be served filled with 
meat, vegetables or pudding. 


There are these other appeal- 


ing items to put under the tree: 


—Apple and 
pear divider, 


which looks like a small spoke 
wheel and cuts the fruit into 14 
equal slices. 


—Tea bag and lemon slice 


squeezers, for the last drop. 


—An egg piercer, a little 


round item that punches a hole 
to prevent boiling eggs from 
cracking. 


—Cherry pitter, which looks 


somewhat like a nut and bolt. 


—Several types of egg separa- 


tors. One is a small bowl with a 
plastic device in the center that 
catches the yolk and lets the 
white flow through. 


—Folding 
omelette pan, 


hinged at the middle to fold in 
half and said to make the per- 
fect omelette. 


Besides the usual collection of 


French fish poachers and butter 
chips, there is a ravioli pin, but- 
ter curler, tea infuser, double 
melon bailer, egg cutter, bacon 
crisper, endless types of fruit 
peelers and corers and plain 
old-fashioned quart milk bottles 
at $3 each.

SAIGON (AP) — Field re- 


ports indicate no Americans 
were killed on the battlefields of 
Indochina Thursday, the U.S. 
Command reported today. It 
was the ninth time this year 
U.S. forces have gone through 
an entire day without suffering 
a fatality in combat, spokesmen 
said. 


No significant action was re- 


ported for U.S. forces, underlin- 
ing the steady scaling down of 
American ground 
operations. 


And the U.S. Command report- 
ed only five North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong rocket and mor- 
tar attacks from 8 a.m. Thurs- 
day to 8 a.m. Friday, one of the 
lightest shelling days of the 
war. 


However, South Vietnamese 


forces reported a total of 81 
North Vietnamese killed deep in 
the Mekong Delta across the 
Cambodian border northwest of 
Saigon. 


South 
Vietnamese 
troops 


sweeping through the U Minh 
forest, a long time enemy base 
area deep in the Delta, said 
they killed 30 enemy soldiers 
with the help of helicopter gun- 
ships. Field reports said one 
South Vietnamese soldier was 
killed and 15 were wounded. 


Fighting raged for the second 


day near the Cambodian town of 
Krek about 85 miles northwest 
of Saigon. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters reported that 400 of its 
Rangers clashed 
with North 


Vietnamese troops from the 7th 
Division during a road-clearing 
mission Thursday.

The 
Defense Ministry was meeting 
to consider the matter. 


Foreign Minister Tran Van 


Lam said some North Viet- 
namese might be freed even if 
Hanoi refuses to accept Saigon's 
proposal at the Paris Peace 
talks Thursday for an exchange 
of prisoners during the Christ- 
mas season. 


Last July, the South Viet- 


namese government returned 62 
disabled prisoners and 24 fisher- 
men to North Vietnam.
